Sokawa et al teaches 

recited fig. 12, in col. 22, lines 58-61 , the write pointer Pw returns to the head position of the first input buffer portion which is now 
vacant (a field for a blanking out pixel value as claimed). 

recited fig. 23, in col. 28, lines 64-67, a portion d which is overlaps the tail portion of the former half VSi by a predetermined number of 
pixels (e.g. 10 pixels, a numerical value pixel as claimed) is added to the head of the latter half VSj (a header data packet as claimed). 

Thus, the teaching of Sokawa meets the claimed limitation "receiving a header data packet that includes a field for a blank start pixel 
value, which is a numerical value that indicate a number of pixels to be blanked out."
